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157 Ohio School 
Districts Get 
Federal Boost 


Nearby Government 
Installations Bring 
U. S. Treasury Aid 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )-A b o u t 
34 per cent of Ohio's school dis­ 
tricts are getting money from the 
U.S. governm ent because of fed­ 
eral activities in their localities. 
There m ay be a military base 
nearby. Or an atom ic plant. Or a 
defense industry operating on a 
federal reservation. 
W hatever the facility is, it has 
brought m ore fam ilies to the area 
—and consequently 
more young­ 
sters who m ust go to school. 
To help the school districts a d ­ 
just to the increased enrollm ent 
and financial burdne, Congress en ­ 
acted two laws in 1950. One is 
Public Law 874, which provides 
money to help the districts cope 
with 
increased 
enrollm ent. 
The 
other is Public Law 815, which 
helps provide building and equip­ 
ment. 
By June 30, says A. D. St. Clair, 
the State E ducation D epartm ent 
official who supervises federal as­ 
sistance, 157 of Ohio’s 1,092 school 
districts will have received more 
than 20 million dollars under Pub­ 
lic Law 874. 
“ And this doesn’t represent the 
total am ount received by the dis 
trict in all c ases,” St. Clair points 
out, “ because som e get money in 
lieu of taxes lost when the federal 
governm ent acquired the land.” 
About 38 million dollars in pro­ 
jects have been undertaken with 
the help of Public Law 815, St. 
Clair 
adds. 
F ro m 
1950 
to this 
coming Ju n e 30, he figures the 
federal governm ent has—or will 
have — provided $23,447,586 for 
buildings and equipm ent. 
The 
districts 
them selves 
nave 
or will have 
—provided another 
$13,995,754, and the state has chip 
ped in $372,000 between 1950 and 
1956, prim arily to help districts 
which didn’t have the money to 
hold up their end of the deal. An­ 
other two million for equipm ent 
and land inprovem ents brings the 
total to slightly over 38 million. 
The governm ent bases its pay­ 
m ents on the n u m b er of chidren 
from fam ilies connected with the 
federal project. 
The governm ent pays the whole 
average cost p er pupil for every 
youngster who has a parent living 
and working on the federal facil­ 
ity. It pays half the cost tor those 
who have a p aren t living on, but 
working off the facility, or living 
off, but working on, the facility. 
However, the district must have 
an increase in enrollm ent of 3 per 
cent 
or 
m ore, 
and 
this 
must 
am ount to IO or m ore youngsters. 
To get money under Public Law 
815, the district m ust absorb a 3Vi 
per 
cent 
enrollm ent 
increase, 
which the governm ent figures can 
be expected annually. Then it will 
get $1,360 for e v e r y 
youngster 
who has a parent living and work­ 
ing on the federal facility: half of 
that for those who live off but 
work on. 
If it s a wealthy district (unlike 
the provisions of public law 874), 
and can afford it, it must shoulder 
the whole cost of new buildings 
and equipm ent. But if it can show 
it needs 
money, 
it 
will 
receive 
governm ent aid. 
If more and 
m ore youngsters 
pour in as a r e s u l t of federal 
activities, the district can apply 
again, using the increases in en 
rollment since the last aid was re 
ceived.

The House has passed m easu res 
to increase taxes on cigarettes,

gasoline, 
diesel

to p ass within two weeks Gov. 
Michael V. DiSalle’s $1,808,496,000 
budget bill to run the state for 
the next two years. 
The Senate has yet to bring any 
of the House-passed m easures to 
a vote on the floor. And, in addi­ 
tion, the Senate Taxation C om m it 
tee continues to sit on a key m e a s­ 
ure in the governor’s program to 
raise 
an extra 365 million dol­ 
lars for his outlined state needs. 
T hat 
m easure is the S en ate’s 
own bill to increase sales taxes 
about 120 million dollars in the 
next 
two 
years. 
Opposition

has left the bill one vote short of 
the six needed to recom m end it 
for passage. Objections center on

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Liquor Funds 
To Aid Schools 


Governor Soys State 
Finances Are Critical 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ) — The 
state will dip into liquor ro tary 
funds to m ake the quarterly pay 
m ent 
in 
school 
subsidies, 
Gov. 
Michael V. DiSalle said today. 
A “ set aside” of 283a 
million 
dollars for schools during M arch 
and April caused a general fund 
deficit of m ore than three million 
dollars at the end of last month, 
he told a news conference. 
The q uarterly school paym ent of 
43 to 44 million dollars could not 
be m ade without the transfer of 
liquor funds, the governor explain 
ed. 
But he said a transfer of five to 
six million dollars in liquor funds 
should not be made again to help 
the 
next 
quarterly 
school 
p a y ­ 
m ent, due in August. The state 
usually receives less than two mil 
lion dollars a month from liquor 
profit* for it* general fund 
Di- 
Salle said that the three million 
dollar deficiency in the general 
fund at the end of April pointed up 
the need for enactm ent of new 
taxes 
by 
the 
leg islatu re. 
He 
w arned 
that 
unless 
some 
new 
money is available the state will 
have to cut back service*. 
“ We a re hoping to m ake ends 
m eet in M ay,” DiSalle reported. 
“ We 
know 
we 
can't 
do 
it 
in 
August we will have taken som e 
action on the appropriation bill. 
The level of revenues will deter 


J mine the level of appropriations. 
If we have to cut two million do! 
tars from services we will cu t.” 
The governor said a cut in se rv ­ 
ices would m ean a reduction in 
the n u m b e r of state em ployes but 
not in salaries of those rem aining. 
DiSalle said he will meet later 
in the day with Democratic leader* 
of the Legislature, where his new 
tax bills are stalled. 
The governor said he has not 
determ ined to his satisfaction the 
reasons for the log jam of tax 
m easu res in the Senate. “ If it is 
politics, it is poor politics,” he 
asserted. “ It is not good when you 
neglect governm ent.” 
DiSalle indicated that he would 
not veto a bill to increase sales 
taxes if a provision to do aw ay 
with the stam ps were elim inated. 
But the governor insisted use of 
the stam p s should not be retained, 
even though ch antab le arg a n ira . 
tions redeem them. 


“ I c a n ’t justify taking 4>* 
m il­ 
lion dollars in state money and 
turning it over for c h an ty while 
the state lacks money for iii own 
p ro g ra m s," DiSalle observed.

WASHINGTON (A P )-T h e na­ 
tion’s No, I G man reached an 
important milestone Sunday — 35 
eventful years as boss of the FBI, 
and the longest tenure for a feder­ 
al agency head in the country’s 
history. 
But there is every evidence that 
John Edgar Hoover has the same 
drive and zest for his job that 
marked his wonder boy era back 
in the roaring twenties. 
That 
era 
had 
its start w'hen 
Hoover, just 29. was placed in 
charge of a discredited, scandal- 
ridden 
organization 
of 
political 
hacks whose staff reputedly in­ 
cluded some ex-convicts. It is his­ 
tory now—the story of how he 
cleaned out the bureau with a

and 
went ahead to 
make it one of the world s most 
renowned and most respected in­ 
vestigative agencies.

Hoover, who has 
no political affiliation, has held 
the job under five presidents and 
a dozen attorneys general, Demo 
erat and Republican. 
Atty. Gen. Rogers laughed off a 
question about a possible Hoover 
retirement and said: 
“ I am the 12th attorney general 
w’ho has had the privilege of work­ 
ing with Mr. Hoover in the 35 
years he has directed the FBI 
This is a demonstration of the 
working of the immutable law of 
the survival of the fittest.
